162 MET DEATH LAST 
YEAR ON MAINE ROADS 


With 25 people killed in traffle 
accidents Jast month, Maine has 
experlenced its highest Deceniber 
death record, This figure was the 
‘result of 24 aceldents, only one of 
which killed more than one per- 
son, From an accident prevention 
standpolnt, the number of fatal ac- 
cldents ly of more concern. than the 
actual total killed because of the 
potentialities of an even greater 
los# of human, life. Judged by thls 
standard December was the most 
dangerous months of the year. 

The causes attributed to these fa- 
tal accidents are psx follows: 7 
killed by speeding, 5 Killed by reck- 
less driving, 4 killed by drinking 
drivers, 2 killed by railroad trains, 
6 killed by improper pedestrian ac: 
tion, and 1 killed as the result of 
fey road, 

The December inereaxe dogs not 
apply only to fatalities. Total acel- 
dents reported this past month ara 
876 compared to 616 a year ago. 

It now appears that fatality fi¢- 
ures for 1950 are complete, although 
several who were seriously Injured 
are stil in hospitnls, These: figures 
show fn Increase of two deaths or 
Ife more than last year. In vlew of 
increased reyistrationy and Hepnses, 
«both up about 8i,-~and o larger 
gasoline consumption,-up 64,-we 
have mide o sifght advance in 
highway safety, 

There is, however, much oppor- 
tunity for Improvement. To com- 
bat this rapidly mounting secident 
rate, I€ would seem that the mo- 
torng public Itself niust have a 
greater realization of thia traffle 
nceident problem as it affects them, 
direetly or Indirectly, 

In other words our clfizens can 
not shift thelr responsibility for ac- 


cldent prevention onto others, but’ 


as good citizens, must asgume even 
more than their proportionate 
ghitre, 

There must be a public accep. 
tance of atricter enforcement men- 
dures along with & more Intennive 
ciucalional program tn achools and 
communittes and a more consclen« 
thoun compliance with tho rutes and 
regilaviona governing the pac of 
our streets and highways.  . Sys
